Logan as Minister to Mexico. 

The first step in the direction of main- 
taining the Monroe doctrine has been 
taken. 

We rejoice, and every patriotic American 
will rejoice, that the President has appoint- 
ed Major General John A. Logan to be 
Minister of the United States to the repub- 
lic of Mexico. Aside from the personal fit- 
ness of the appointment, the fact that such 
an appointment has been made is of th«* 
highest significance. It is a plain intima- 
tion of the course which this Government 
intends to pursue relative to the pretensions 
of the Austrian usurper in Mexico, and his 
backer in Paris. It is a distinct and itosi- 
tive answer to nil the idle rumors, whether 
originating in Europe or in this country, 
that the Washington administration has 
had thoughts of recognizing the pretended 
rnmcat of Mnxinatlian. 
It l«ai otification to the imperial parvenu 
of the Tuillerilleries that, so far from hav- 
ing any such idea, this Government, on the 
contrary, distinctly recognizes the republi- 
can government represented by Benito 
Jnurt / as ptill existing in Mexico, and as 
the only rightful government that does ex- 
ist thero. It is an indirect intimation to 
the An liduke of Austria that his recent bar- 
barous and bloody prontinciamento, order- 
ing the immediate butchery of every re- 
publican soldier who may be taken, has 
not the color of justification which he as- 
s>i MM I lor ir, and will not be countenanced 
bv this Government. It is moreover an act 
which will tend to strengthen the republi- 
can ins. in Mexico and give renewed hope 
iitidence to the friends of republican 
litierty everywhere. 

It can not, on the other hand.be con- 
tinued an any infraction of tbc strictest 
neutrality. The government of tluarez 
st :i I exists, and is still i<x-ated upon Mexican 
t. : ito. v. the proclamation of the Austrian 
usurp: > to the contrary notwithstanding. 
That <■ n. L>gan will lind that govern- 
ment, and that he will not immediately 
runawav from it. as did his predecessor, 
those who know him have not the slightest 
reason to doubt. His presence will be an 
assurance that the powerful republic of 
the I 'nited States has not deserted her less 
powerful sister in the hour of trouble, and 
does not intend to desert her.

The Daily Sentinel ( Raleigh) of the 10th 
inst. ha . a three-column leader aiming to 
prove that the preference of Worth to Hold- 
en was not impelled by disloyalty to the 
Union nor by hostility to the Federal Ad- 
ministration. We arc asked to print this 
long argument; but the^bject of such P/^t- 

torial. 

Nobody believes nor suspects that any 
considerable proportion of the people of 
North Carolina purpose to renew the armed 
struggle for disunion. No one doubts that, 
according to their conception of loyalty, 
they are (and ever have been) loyal. But 
we (with many others) believe that if Gov. 
Holden had been a Confederate soldier 
down to the hour of Johnston's surrender, 
instead of having been hostile to Confed- 
erate rule for the last two years of its exist- 
ence, he would have been elected by ajarge 
majority. He was beaten, we think, be- 
cause he gave up the Confederacy while 
most of its original advocates still clung to 
it; hence he was worse hated by the persist- 
ent rebels than though he had always been 
an open, consistent Unionist. We have 
carefully read the Sentinel's leader, but 
(ound nothing therein calculated to modify 
our preceding impression. 

We no wise question the right of the peo- 
ple of North Carolina to the Governor of 
their own choice; we have no special liking 



What Shall Wc Do with Our Wicked Boys 
and Carls t 

No subject comes home closer to our 
hearts and homes than that of juvenile 
crime. The papers every week contain re- 
ports of young offenders, and the rapid in- 
crease in this direction id appalling. We 
rejoice, therefore, that the Boston Social 
Scienco Association has been engaged in 
discussing this question. The first meet- 
ing of the Association since its formal or- 
ganization was held on Thursday evening 
of last week, at Chickering's Hall, on 
Washington street. Rev. E. E. Hale was 
chosen Treasurer pro tern, of the Associa- 
tion. George B. Emerson, LL. D., was 
called to the Chair, and Rev. Frederick 
elected Secretary. Addresses were made 
by Rev. Dr. Blagdec, Rev. Dr. J. F. Clarke, 
Rev. Dr. A. A. Miner, Rev. Mr. Ames; ol 
Lancaster, and Judge Wright, of the police 
court. The latter dwelt chiefly upon tue 
crimes committed by juveniles in the city, 
and the manner in which they are punish- 
ed. He attributed the principal causes to 
the lack of paternal care, the waat of even 
the rudiments of a home, and, too often, 
the intoxication of the parents. Less than 
three and a half per cent, of juvenile crim- 
inals, he said, are acquainted with the Bi- 
ble; and in view of this he would urge that 
iustead of imprisoning the youth for mis- 
demeanors, as is now the custom, the State 
should separate them and provide them 
with a home with those who would meet 
them with love, and build them up by 
graceful and religious culture. 
In the years 1862 and 1863, there were 
for Gov. Holden; yet we cannot but regard I brought to the city prison ' for crime, in the 



his defeat as an evidence that the State is 
not yet ripe for entering the councils of the 
Union on a footing of genuine, hearty loy- 
alty. Wc trust to Time, with his healing 
inlluences, to mold them silently, gradual- 
ly, iuto a sweeter and better spirit. We 
ought not, perhaps, to have expected that 
loyalty would spring upand flourish among 
them any more rapidly than it has done.

The California Chinese. 

There are no fewer than scventy-Gve 
thousand Chinamen in California and the 
territories of the coast, and number one- 
eighth to one-sixth of the entire population. 
None come really to stay; they do not ideu- 
tifv themselves with the country, but to get 
work, to make money, and to go back. 
They never, or rarely, bring their wive6. 
There is hardly anything that they will not 
turn their hands to, the work of women as 
well as men. They do the washing for the 
whole population, and sprinkling the 
clothes, as they iron them, by squirting 
water over them in a fine spray from their 
mouths. 

< me element of their usefulness as cooks, 
is their genius for imitation; show theui 
once boa* to do a thing, and their education 
is perfect — no repetition of the lesson is 
needed. But they seem to be more in use 
as bouse servants in the country than in the 
city: they do not share the passion of the 
Irish girls tor herding together, and seem 
to !." content to be alone in a house, iu a 
neighborhood, or a town. Many are vege- 
table gardeners, too, and gather in three, 
four, or live crops a year. Their garden 
p itches, in the neighborhood of cities and 
villages, are always distinguishable from 
the rougher and more careless cultured 
grounds of their Saxon rivals. 

The Pacific Railway is being built by 
Chinese labor, and seven thousand China- 
men are now rapidly grading the track 
through the rocks and sands of the Sierra 
Nevadas. They can, by their stead indus 
try, do nearly as much in a day, even in 
this rough labor, as the average of white 
men, and they cost only about half as 
uiuch, say thirty dollars a month against 
lift y dollars. Good farm hands are the 
Chinese, also; and in the simpler and rou- 
tine mechanic arts they have proven adepts 
— there is hantl v any branch in which, un- 
der proper tuition, they do not or cannot 
succeed most admirably. The greatest suc- 
cess of the woolen manufactures is due to 
the admirable adaptation and comparative 
cheapness of Chinese labor for the details. 
They are quick to learn, quiet, c canly and 
faithful, and have no "oft days," no sprees 
to get over. As factory operatives they re- 
ceive twenty and twenty-five dollars a 
month, and board themselves, 'hough quar- 
ters are provided for them on the mill 
grounds. Fish, vegetables, rice and pork 
are the main food, which is prepared and 
eaten with such economy that they live for 
about one-third what white laborers can. 

They do not ask or wish lor citizenship; 
ihey have no ambition to become voters. 
Terrible are some of the cases of robberies 
and wanton maiming and murder reported 
from the mining districts. Had "John" a 
good claim, original or improved, he was 
ordered to "move on" — it belonged to some- 
body else. Had .he hoarded a pile, he was 
ordered to disgorge, and if he resisted, he 
was killed. Worse crimes even are found 
against them; they have been wantonly as- 
saulted and shot down, or stabbed by bad 
men, as sportsmen surprise and shoot their 
game in the woods. Nobody was so mis- 
erable that he did not despise the China- 
man and could not outrage him. Uoss 
Browne gives an illustration of the status of 
poor "John" that is to the point. A vaga 
bond Indian comes upon a solitary China- 
man working over a deserted gulch of gold. 
"Dish is my land" says he, "you pay me 
lifty dollar." The poor Celestial turn's dep- 
recatingly, saying, "Mellican man Ameri- 
can) been here and took all — no bit left." 

Indian, irate and fierce — "D Mellican 

man — you pay me fifty dollar, or I killee 
you." ■ 

The Naked Truth. 

The Florida Times, issued at Jackson- 
ville, with reference to the conflict of asser* 
tions respecting free labor, h -.s the follow- 
ing : 

We daily come in contact \\ it li represen- 
tatives of the two classes and it is instruc- 
tive to listen to their expressions and con- 
trast their experience. One comes in from 
driving his 'niggers,' and with despairing, 
haggard, vexed countenance, declares 'the 
d — d niggers won't work, and there is no 
use in trying them— I pay fifteen dollars 
per month, and rations more than they can 
consume, and two of them, won't do as much 
work as one slave — they won't work— we 
can raise no cotton by free labor !' Another 
planter replies, 'I have no difficulty — I work 
fifty hands, pay them ten dollars per month, 
and two of them do more work than three 
rea. It is the way you treat them. I 
find nodioculty,' 

An intelligent slaveholder, a gentleman 
of cultivation and liberal views, met a large 
planter foaming, fretting, cursing, despair- 
ing—the country was ruined, no more cot- 
ton could be raised, 'niggers' wouldn't 
work, his plantation was valueless^Vrc, <fcc. 
'What will you take for your plantation?' 
asked the gentleman, after vain attempts 
to induce him to reason. 'Twelve thousand 
dollars,* said the planter. 'I'll take it.' 
The property wa« transferred, and the new 
proprietor immediately placed it in charge 
of the negroes, the former slaves of the old 
proprietor, who, to the number of '.'0, enter- 
ed into contract to cultivate the farm upon 
shares — they receiving one-third of the 
crop. They assure the new proprietor that 
they will raise 200 acres more cotton than 
ever before. 

If all our people would accept the results 
of the war, and gracefully conform to the 
r. quisilions of necessity, yielding all tbeo- 



prison carriage, loOO children each year 
who were under the ages of 14 years, aud 
whore ages varied from 7 to 11 years.

Attempted Murder of a Superintendent of 
Freedaieu— The Assassin Killed on the 

Spot. 

The Savannah t < ia.) Republican, of No- 
vember 11, says : 

"By tha arrival of the steamer St. Helena 
yesterday afternoon from St. - Simon's 
Island, we learn that in the latter part of 
last month, one Sam Whaley, a freedman, 
attempted the life of Rev. Oeoige H. La- 
ton, Superintendent of the treed men on that 
island. 

" The circumstances of the affair, as far 
as we have been able to learn them, are as 
follows: It appears that the negro, Whaley, 
and another one named Hope Mcintosh, 
residents on St. Simon's Island, had refused 
to perform their shares of the work on a 
public road which is being built across the 
island, the labor of one-half day iu a month 
being required of each of the freedmen. Mr. 
Eaton, being informed of their rebellious 
con ! not, proceeded to the settlement where 
the two malcontents resided, to exercise his 
authority as superintendent, iu endeavoring 
induce them to go to work. 

"Upon Mr. Eaton's addressing Whaley, 
the desperate man levelled his gun at the 
superintendent, and lired, but the piece 
w.;s struck to one side? by a timely blow 
from a bystander, a colored man, and the 
bullet passed by Mr. Eaton without harm- 
ing him. 

"Several freedmen, who had arrived at 
the scene of the difficulty, immediately 
fired upon Whaley, killing him insfSrtitly. 
Whaley's reputation throughout the settle- 
ment was that of a bad and dangerous 
character. He had previously levelled his 
gun upon Morris McDonald, (freedman), a 
sheriff on the island, who had interposed 
between Whaley and the superintendent, 
and who finally saved Mr. Eaton's life. 

"The man, Hope Mcintosh, who had 
been the companion aud abettor of Whaley, 
and who was armed w ith a musket and a 
hatchet, was Immediately taken into cus- 
tody. He was brought to the city under 
guard, by Sheriff McDonald, last eveuiug, 
and is now lodged in jail. 

"Rev. George 11. E ttou, the superinten- 
dent, is a Baptist minister, well known in 
this city and the adjacent counties.''

SOUTH AND THE RECENT 

I, I l ( I I- ' » V ' 

Newspapers in the South are evidently 
much disappointed at the results of the re- 
cent elections in the North. They were led 
to believe, by what Democratic papers ia 
the North said of the chance of success of 
their party, that the results at least in seve- 
ral of the States would be very different 
from what they turned out to be. In thus 
placing confidence in the professions of 
Democratic papers, instead of considering 
the plain probabilities, they have been de- 
ceived and disappointed. To suppose that 
the people of any Northern State were pre- 
pared to entrust the affairs of their govern- 
ment in the hands of that party, with its 
record of the past five years so fresh in 
their minds, was, to say the least, not 
reasonable. The people of the North desire 
to see the work of restoring the seced- 
ed States to all their rights in the Union 
accomplished as soon as deemed compatible 
with the interests of the country, but it is 
dot likely they would entrust this work 
to a party that opposed the war for the 
Union and favored a surrender to the re- 
bellion, and that could not and would not 
refuse to surrender up everything now that 
has been gained by the war. There are cer- 
taiu thinRS whiqh are regarded as having 
t>een settled by the war. In reconstructing 
their State governments, the people of the 
lately rebellious States are expected and 
required to fully recognize these results of 
the war. A cheerfull readiness to meet the 
requirements of the Government and the 
I>eople in this respect, is the surest 
and quickest way to a . complete res- 
toration to their places in the Union. 
The success, through dissension in the 
l uion ranks, of the old allies of the 
South, in several of the Northern 
Stntes at the late elections, would doubtless 
have held out the hope to the South that 
th. t party would soon come into power, 
from which they could get whatever terms 
they wanted, and the effect would have 
been to retard the work of reconstruction, 
and, perhaps, involve the whole country 
in fresh difficulties. The people of the 
country make no unreasonable exactions 
from the reconstructing States; they simply 
require from them what the future peace 
and harmony of the country demand. 

Southern papers should understand that 
hi ter denunciations of the dominant party 
at the North will not help on the work of 
reconstruction. That party which tri- 
umphed so signally in all the recent elec- 
tions is the only one which really and earn- 
estly sustains the administration of Presi- 
dent Johnson. If the Southern leaders 
were sincerely desirous of an early restora- 
tion of their States to their places in uke 
Union upon the basis of the new order of 
things resulting from the war, tbey made a 
great mistake in allying themselves with 
that party in the North which rendered it- 
self so odious to the loyal people £f the 
country by its opposition to the war to 
maintain and preserve the Government. 
The organs of this party have already done 
immense mischief; first, by promulgating 
the false idea that there was a 
considerable party at the North in- 
terested in keeping the Southern 
States in the position in which the 
rebellion placed them; and, secondly, by 
pr- tending that it possessed any share of 
the confidence of the President, whom they 
have most outrageously abused and ma- 
ligned for the past four years on account of 
his devotion to the Union. The Democratic 
party, actuated by the same principles and 
spirit which led it to oppose the war and 
throw every obstacle in the way of its pros- 
ecution, is now doing all it can to defeat 
an early restoration of the Union upon a 
basis that will give assurance of its perma- 
nancy and future peace. It is impotent 
now, except for evil and mischief, and we 
trust the wiser portion of the people of the 
South will soon begin to see and recognize 
this fact. 

The work of restoring the lately rebellious 
States to their places in the Union, and 
bringing them into full relations with the 
General Government again, lies mainly 
with the people of those States. A full, un- 
conditional compliance, which has not been 
done yet by any of the reconstructing States, 
will be required before they resume their 
position in the Union. If the Southern 
press approve the President's plan of re- 
storation, as they profess to, tbey should in- 
sist upon their States carrying out fully 
their part of the plan; and having per- 
formed their part it would be time then, if 
there were any grounds for it, to protest 
against new conditions being imposed upon 
them and against being longer excluded.

REPUDIATION IN GEORGIA. 

The manner in which the Georgia Con- 
vention repudiated the rebel debt is not 
calculated to inspire confidence that the 
Convention did it in good faith, intending 
to abide by it, and that its action shall be 
final and binding for all time to come. It 
was carried by eighteen votes less than an 
actual majority of that body, some thirty 
members having, we may presume, dodged 
the question, and under the pressure of 
several dispatches from the President recom- 
lending repudiation. There were 117 votes 
cast against, and 133 for it. The following 
from the Augusta Constitutionalist, a paper 
which strongly opposed repudiation of the 
rebel debt, is not without its significance 
Referring to the 
le rebel debt, it 
says: 

It will be seen that by the second section 
all debts contracted by the State during the 
late civil war are to be regarded as, prima 
facie, incurred for carying on the same, but 
this presumption may be overcome by 
proof that any particular sum of money 
loaned was not intended for or devoted to 
suc h purposes— the Legislature to be the 
judge thereof, with power to appropriate for 
repayment of the same. Having already 
spoken somewhat at length on this matter, 
ice have only further lo say that the holders 
of these .Stair obligations hail better hold on 
to them. Efforts may possibly be made by 
speculators to buy t/iem up, but they are 
worth as much to the present holders as they 
mm be to any body. If for nothing else, they 
will do for souvenirs. 

The meaning of this is that, by some 
hocus-pocus, these State obligations, incur- 
red to sustain the rebellion against the 
Government, will yet be paid. 

The quality of the Hon. Charles J. Jen- 
kins, ex-rebel, and lately elected Governor 
of Georgia, may be understood from the 
following act of the recent constitutional 
convention of that State.— Chicago Repub- 
lican.

Attack of the Liberal Forces Upon Mat- 
amoras— Their Itrpule-c. 

affW Viikk, Nov. 22.— The Matamoras 
llauchero of the Kih ult., the Imperial or- 
gan, gives the following particulars of the 
attack by the Liberals upon that place, and 
their repulse: About tivo o'clock this morn- 
ing the outlaws made an attack upon the 
fortilication" surrounding this city. They 
appeared at different points, in small force, 
leaving it a matter of doubt whether an at- 
tack or a feint was intended. At length a 
charging party was formed, to attack in 
earnest the artillery picket at the southeast 
point of the city. The assaulting party 
made up in desperation what they lacked 
in numbers, and for a time the artillery 
picket was forced back, leaving their guns 
behind. At this juncture, the gunboat 
Paisana, commanded by Anselmo and G. 
RuDio, steamed, down the river to the as- 
saulted point, and, by a well-directed lire, 
put the outlaws to flight, when the artillery 
picket retook their guns and opened on the 
fleeing outlaws. At the same time the fort, 
commanded by Senor Don Miguel Pena, 
opened a terrific tire upon the outlaws, and 
material'y aided the gunboat in clearing 
the chapparal of the last of the scamps. 

Gen. Mejia learning a heavy assault was 
making on one of the forts put himself at 
the head of 500 cavalry and galloped 
down to the assaulted point, arriving just 
in time to see the tleeiug outlaws disappear 
in the chapparal. While the ciiarge was 
beiug made at the lower end of the line a 
furious artillery aud musketry fire was be- 
ing kept up on the upper forts, but without 
effecting anything. Fully one thousand 
men were led against these forts. The forts 
maintained a heavy tire upon the outlaws 
and kept them at a respectful distance. An 
Imperial cavalry force went up to see how 
things were going on where so muchsmoko 
was rMBMB; upon siring the situation ol af- 
fairs, with Mejia at their head, they dashed 
upon and put the rascals to flight, taking 
from them one gun. The tiring continued 
for a couple of hours, when it died out. The 
Imperial troops maintained their reputation 
admirably. The citizens responded nobly 
arid were on hand for light. Altogether 
there were fifty-eight prisouers taken and a 
large number of outlaws were killed and 
wounded. The Imperial loss \\:is several 
wounded and a dozen killed. A considera- 
ble quantity of ammunition was abandoned 
by the outlaws and has been captured. 

The captain of the gunboat Antonio, just 
arrived from below, reports the outlaws 
swimuiiug the river in great numbers aud 
in the utmost confusion. 

Gen. Et-pilosa, second in command of the 
outlaw army, was killed, and his body had 
fallen into the hands of the Imperialists. 

Gen. Mejia has just returned from the 
front, where he was from the beginning 
till the common e-iemy of mankind disap- 
peared.

From New Orleaua—Survivors of the Ship 
Harry, Burned at Sea—Meeting of Ala 
bama Legislature— Negro Tes'Imony In 
Mississippi— Negro Troops Ch rged 
with Attacking a Train— Gov.

New Orlabns, November '22.— The 
steamship Mercedita arrived at Mobile yes- 
terday. 

The Mercedita brought in Capt. Ilorace 
Atwood and part of the crew of the ship 
Harry, of New Orleans for Liverpool, 
which burned one hundred miles from 
Southwest Pass, with three thousand three 
hundred and forty-three bales of cotton. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. The 
balance of the crew was taken by the ship 
Ella, bound for Liverpool. 

Montgomery, November 20. — Both 
houses of the Legislature organized. The 
Governor's Message will be read Wednes- 
day. 

Jackson, November 21.— The bill confer 
ring certain civil rights upon freedmen 
passed the House to-day. It will substitute 
as the fourth section that "freedmen are al- 
lowed to testify and being witnesses when 
a partv to a record) but not in cases exclu- 
sively betwen white men. Vote— 60 to Ml 

Governor Humphreys telegraphed on the 
18th to the President that thecolored troops 
attacked and took possession of a passenger 
train at Lauderdale Springs, insulting the 
ladies. The officers were unable to control 
them. 

The Legislature raemoralizrd for the re- 
moval of the troops, and are willing to ex- 
tend the rights of freedmen to testify iu the 
courts, if the troops are withdrawn. 

The President replied, the troops will be 
withdrawn when oeace and order can be 
maintained without them. Measures should 
be adopted giving protection to all freed- 
men, in their possession of property, which 
will entitle them to assume their constitu- 
tional rights.

New York, Nov. 22L— Mr. Norman Wil- 
lard, of this city, has Oeen experimenting on 
the boilers of the St. John, and in a letter 
to the counsel, slates as his theory that the 
explosion whs eausud by the unequal ex- 
pansion of the boiler plates between the 
parts above and below the surface of the 
water at tbe time of the explosion, which 
surl'aco might be at the ordinary water lino, 
or lower when there was a deficiency of 
water, or higher wheu the water was 
foaming. This has been triumphantly con- 
firmed, and the boilers of the St. John 
should be Immediately supplied with a 
self-acting device.

Spires of uermauy. 

In the Middle Ages no people seem to 
have so far mastered the art of construction 
as the Germans; although their French 
neighbors far excelled them iu the artistic- 
design and graceful detail, yet to the Ger- 
mans must certainly be allowed the palm 
for engineering skill. Th« bridge over 
Moldau at Prague is perhaps one of the 
greatest engineering undertakings of the 
Middle Ages. It is one thousand five hun- 
dred feet long, and has resisted the shocks 
of iceburgs with which the river is often 
choked, for five hundred winters. The old 
bridges of Wurzburg and Frankfort are 
scarcely less remarkable. The principal 
objects, however, on which the Germans 
seem to have delighted to bestow their skill 
are the towers and spires of churches and 
town halls. Vienna, Strasburg, I ! in, 
Landshut, Freiburg and Tahn are perhaps 
tbe most important. There are, however, 
many less known spires that are quite as 
beautiful, and exhibit quite as great conr 
structive knowledge. 

The towns of Prague ami Wurzburg, 
viewed from a distance, give one the idea of 
a forest of s[ ires; aud at NYurzburg, iu par- 
ticular, they are giouped together in such a 
remarkably picturesque manner that one 
can scarcely believe that the whole town 
was not originally planned and built only 
to be painted. Lubeck, Nuremburg, Augs- 
burg, Landshut, and Erfurth abound in 
spires; and, as some of these towns are 
situated in a very hilly country, they quite 
destroy the old theory that spires were only 
built in flat places.

Conspiracy to Capture Matamoras. 

Nkw York, Nov. 22.— The Matamoras 
Ranchero of October 28, says: A conspiracy 
had been discovered lor the surrender of 
Matamoras to tbe Liberals and the assas- 
sination of General Mejia. The plots were 
deeply laid, and must have been months 
maturing. The forts around tbe city were 
to be seized by Liberals disguised as Im- 
perialists, aud General Mejia was to be as- 
sassinated. 

At the same time the officers of Fort Ma- 
lougoa had agreed to give up the fort to the 
disguised parties; 135,000 were to be given 
for his service and $20,000 for the assassina- 
tion of Majia.

The Ranchero charges parties 
in Brownsville, including Federal officers, 
with a knowledge of the affair twelve hours 
before the time set for the surrender. The 
plot was discovered and one of the conspir- 
ators was arrested, tried and executed.

Nay, more, we 
trust and lielieve, that they will not only 
scorn to enter the House by artifice and in- 
direction, but that they will in no manner 
endeavor to intluence the decision of Con- 
gress in their favor. Indeed, if tbe debate 
threatens to be orotracted or excited, we 
hope to see them leave the Capitol altogether 
and await at their houses the summons of 
the officers of Congress. We trust tbe 
country will not be afflicted with the hu- 
miliating aud indecent spectacle of South- 
ern delegates hanging at the doors of C'ou- 
gress and lounging in the lobbies and ho- 
tels of the Capital, busy in button-holeing 
members and soliciting admission to their 
seats. It will suffice all the ends ot deco- 
rum if they remain in the Capital long 
enough to ascertain the probable length of 
tbe debate on admission and to fully ac- 
quaint Congress with the facta of their case. 
After that, it will be their plain duty to 
leave the Capital, and to await at their re- 
spective homes the call of the body. 

The Vicksburg Herald, which is edited bv 
a former Aid of th rebel General Humphry 
who was lately elected Governor of Missis- 
sippi, uses this language regarding one 
point of of President Johnson's re-construc- 
tion policy: "Shall Mississippi rality the 
Constitutional Amendment ? We answer uo 
ten thousand times no ! We have advocated 
earnestly >i* a measure of policy,) the aboli- 
lition of slavery, and it ia now awept from 
our statue books forever; but never will we 
advocate -nor will Mississippi ever aonsent 
to give Congress any more control within

During 
the previous twenty-four hours it had re- 
ceded three inches at the head of tbe falls, 
and nine inches at Portland.

Whenever the 
top of the wharf logs at the mail landing 
are on a level with the river's surface there 
are just two feet water in the Indian pass 
on the falls.

The Louisiana.— The Cincinnati Ga- 
zette of yesterday has the following notice 
of Captain W. R. Hollcraft's new boat: 
" This new boat, now lying at the foot of 
Ludlow street, is attracting much attention, 
from the attractiveness of her external ap 
pearance, the systematic arrangements of 
her different parts, and the neatness of her 
general workmanship. She was built by 
UMid Gibson, Esq., the wealthiest and 
most liberal steamboat proprietor of the 
West, Messrs. Harry and Benjamin David- 
son, splendid representatives of young 
America, and Captain James Good, who 
possesses a clear head, willing hands, and 
a large and generous heart. The Louisiana 
is by far the largest stern-wheel boat ever 
built here, having a capacity of 1200 tons, 
will cost jitiO.OOO, and is intended to run to 
New Orleans. Her hull, built by John 
Soberer, has a length of two hundred feet, 
a beam of forty-two feet, with a depth of 
hold of seven feet eight inches aft aud four 
inches less forward. Her machinery which 
was built by C. T. Dumont, is plain but 
massive. She has three live-tiued boilers, 
twenty-six feet long and forty-four inches 
in diameter. Her cylinders have a diame- 
ter of twenty-two inches, and a stroke of 
six feet. Her wheel has a diameter of 
twenty-four feet, with thirty and a half 
leet buckets. Her cabin is fourteen feet 
wide, and contains thirty-two staterooms, 
seven by eight feet, fourteen of which are 
arranged cn .suite. She has a commodious 
liarber-shop and wash-room, the waste 
voter of which is used to keep clean a 
iarge water closet for gentlemen, which is 
directly underneath. The water-closet and 
dressing-room for ladies is provided with a 
reservoir fed by tke doctor, which also sup- 
plies hot and cold water to the laundry, 
which ia provided with washing and wring- 
ing machines and a mangle. Her texas 
contains eighteen rooms and a hall.
